Other compounds that may be used in place of Latanoprost or in combination 
therewith include Lumigan (Bimatoprost). 

Lumigan, like Latanoprost or Xalactan is a prostaglandin F201 analogue. It is 
effective in the same manner as Latanoprost, i.e., it too is a prostanoid selective FP 
receptor agonist that is believed to reduce the intraocular pressure by increasing the 
outflow of aqueous humor. It has been established that the main mechanism of action is 
increased uveoscleral outflow. 



In some subjects Lumigan, like Xalactan (Latanoprost) may cause a gradual 
change in eye color by increasing the amount of brown pigment in the iris and periorbital 
tissue (eyelid) and increased pigmentation and growth of eyelashes. 

Lumigan is formulated in the same manner as Latanoprost, in the same 
amounts, for topical administration to the lash line as a cosmetic including mascara 
formulation.
